An anvil, 
while intended for hard service, can be used with 
care, and it ao used there will be no cause for com¬ 
plaint. Every properly tempered anvil can be 
chipped and will chip to a certain extent, dependent 
on the care with which it is used \ if the edges can 
not be chipped then they will bend over and the 
anvil condemned as being too soft. Every properly 
tempered anvil can be marked by the blow of a 
hard hammer, but this dues not indicate that the 
n nvil is too soft. If the anvil resisted such efforts to 
mark it, if would indicate that it was too hard and 
the edges would chip unduly, It stands to reason 
that when two forces come together one or the other 
will show the result ol the compact. ^ ^ —
